The Alberta Serious Incident 
Response Team is investi¬ 
gating after an 84-year-old 
woman was killed Thursday 
in a crash with an unmarked 


Edmonton Police Service 
car. 

EPS chief Rod Knecht told 
reporters he’d asked ASIRT 
to take over the probe into 
the collision at 75 Street and 
76 Avenue, which happened 
around 10:30 a.m. 

“I am looking to meet 
with the family of the de¬ 
ceased as soon as possible so 
I can personally express my 
condolences,” added Knecht. 

Clifton Purvis of ASIRT 
said the EPS member, who 
was on surveillance detail 
in the southeast, was north¬ 
bound on 75 Street and the 


woman had been going 
southbound. 

The officer suffered ser¬ 
ious, non-life threatening 
injuries. 

Information from airbags 
will help provide more de¬ 
tails, as will RCMP investiga¬ 
tors, said Purvis. 

“They are providing an 
expert collision analyst that 
will help us determine the 
speed of the vehicles and 
the cause of the collision,” 
he explained. 

Purvis said it’s too early 
to tell if the officer was in 
pursuit of anyone.

ing nearly 70 surgeries. It 
spread to 40 other com¬ 
munities that same day.

Man convicted 
of2nd-degree 
murder in LRT 
shooting 

An Edmonton man who 
shot a woman at the Sta¬ 
dium LRT station during 
an altercation was con¬ 
victed of second-degree 
murder on Thursday. 

Colton Ferguson, 21, 
will be sentenced on 
March 16 for the May 21, 
2010, killing of Heather 
Thurier, 23. 

Court of Queen’s 
Bench Justice Sterling 
Sanderman handed down 
the verdict, rejecting the 
Crown’s desire for a first- 
degree murder verdict 
and the defence’s for 
manslaughter. 

Despite statements 
made by Thurier, the 
judge said there was no 
provocation and that the 
shot, made to Thurier’s 
head, was an intentional 
discharge.

Big bust. Four 
arrested with more 
charges expected 


Police have taken what they 
say is more than $2 million 
worth of cocaine off city 
streets, one of the largest busts 
in recent memory. 

The EPS’ Edmonton Drug 
and Gang Enforcement (EDGE) 
unit made the find March 1, 
after executing search war¬ 
rants in three vehicles and two 
homes near 92 Avenue and 52 
Street, police said Thursday. 

Seized were 18 kilograms 
of cocaine, which police say 
sells wholesale for $810,000. 

Dealt on the streets, that 
amount is upwards of $2.3 mil¬ 


lion, said police. 

“In Edmonton, it’s a large 
seizure. Is it our largest? No,” 
said Insp. Ed Mclsaac, of the 
EPS organized crime branch. 
“We had one in 2006 that was 
also 18 kilograms. But it does 
have a big effect on the com¬ 
munity.” 

Drug paraphernalia, guns 
and ammunition, a 2009 
Toyota RAV4, 2007 Dodge 
Nitro and a 2008 BMW 335xi 
were also nabbed. 

“I can tell you we can meas¬ 
ure this substance did not get 
to the streets. I can’t tell you 
how much violence we’ve re¬ 
duced, how much safer the 
community is,” said Mclsaac. 

Two seized vehicles had 
been retrofitted. 

In the Nitro, “sophisticat-

Pte. Chad Horn loved animals. 

Even amidst the uncertainty 
and horror in Afghanistan, the 
Calgary native found comfort 
in caring for creatures smaller 
than him. 

“He was always trading food 
with other soldiers,” recalled 
Cpl. Wade Taylor, who served 
alongside Horn in the Princess 


Patricia’s Canadian light Infan¬ 
try battle group. “We would sit 
by the gate of our forward oper¬ 
ating base and animals would 
come by and we would feed 
them.” 

Stationed in the Zhari dis¬ 
trict of Afghanistan’s often-vola- 
tile Kandahar province, Taylor 
and his comrades watched curi¬ 


ously as one particular cat took a 
liking to the daily feedings. She 
became known as Scuba Steve. 

Horn took a particular liking 
to her. Back at home, his moth¬ 
er, Anita Bowes, knew little of 
his relationship with Scuba but 
was not surprised to find out 
later when going over his field 
notes. “Animals were such a 


huge part of who he was,” she 
said. 

Sadly, on their last patrol out 
of the Zhari base, Horn’s group 
was ambushed by Taliban fight¬ 
ers. Less than two weeks away 
from returning home, he was 
killed along with Cpls. Andrew 
Grenon and Mike Seggie. Five 
others were wounded. 


In the early-morning hours, 
it’s not uncommon to find 
Sarah Blanche huddled 
over her artwork. 

Pursuing a teaching de¬ 
gree by day, the Petawawa, 
Ont., resident spends her 
nights giving back to brave 
Canadian men and women 
who have lost lives in the 
line of duty. 

“It’s way for me to do 
my part,” she explained. “I 
can’t imagine what some 
of these families must go 
through.” 

Blanche’s own husband 
completed one tour in 
Afghanistan in 2010. Luck¬ 
ily, he came home, but 158 
others did not. 

Inspired by their sacri¬ 
fice, Blanche has now used 
her artistic talents to create 
20 drawings for family 
members left behind. 

Often, she chooses to 
model a more traditional 
image of a fallen soldier, 
depicting them in their 
traditional beret and per¬ 
fectly maintained fatigues. 

In the case of Re. Chad 
Horn, however, she went 
with a much different im¬ 
age, but one that she said 
appears to suit her subject 
just fine. “I just thought it 
was such a unique image 
to have such a caring mo¬ 
ment in the middle of a 
war,” Blanche said. 

She added in another 
personal touch as well, bor¬ 
dering the bottom of the 
piece with a slogan Horn 
had tattooed across the 
entire width of his back. 

It reads, “For those I 
love I will sacrifice.”

Tuesday, 
where they found the fatally 
injured man. 

“We have no idea if this 
was a random act, if this was 
not a random act,” said Scott 
Pattison, EPS spokesperson. 

Police are hoping gas at¬ 
tendants in the city, Spruce 
Grove or Stony Plain recall 
selling fuel to someone to fill a 
jerry can or another container

between 2 a.m. and 4:30 a.m. 

“Admittedly it’s a really

Pattison. 

He did not say how the 
evidence applies to the inves¬ 
tigation, but said detectives 
believe people buying gas in 
this manner and time frame 
may be few.

SKILLS FOR SUCCESS 



El Salvador is a tiny country - less 
than half the size of Nova Scotia, with 
a population about the size of the GTA 
- but it is one of the most dangerous 
countries in the Western hemisphere. 
There were 3,985 violent deaths in El 
Salvador in 2010, most related to gang 
activity; that is a higher per-capita 
number than in Afghanistan. 

That’s why communities place a 
high priority on giving their young 
people tools to build a future. “Our 
preschool centres are critically impor¬ 
tant,” says Laura Mata, chief of com¬ 
munications for World Vision El 
Salvador, which works with commu¬ 
nity groups to create programs to ad¬ 


dress their most pressing needs. “By 
giving small children a good educa¬ 
tional foundation, they’re ready for 
Grade 1. They’re then more likely to 
be successful and less likely to flunk 
out or quit later.” 

World Vision’s Children’s Clubs 
and Youth Clubs not only provide 
young people with a safe place to so¬ 
cialize, but also give them life skills 
and vocational training. (In one club, 
Kevin, 15 was learning to bake bread 
and fancy pastries; in another, a band 
of musicians practiced while another 
group took learned to paint.) 

Carlos, who is now 17, remembers 
the first time he went to a World Vi¬ 


sion Communications Club in Tacuba, 
a small mountain town near the 
Guatemalan border where local gangs 
are particularly powerful. “I was 13. 
Some of my friends had been to the 
club and done a radio show, and they 
needed more people. I went. I was 
very nervous. But it was such 
a nice experience my [nervousness] 
vanished.” 

Before that, Carlos had been play¬ 
ing hookey from school since age 10, 
had failed 4th grade and fallen in with 
a sketchy group. At the club, “I got re¬ 
ally involved. I realized I had to stop 
doing the things I’d been doing. I 
started studying again.” Today he 


leads other teens in the group and 
works half-days at a local professional 
radio station while attending high 
school. 

Of course World Vision Canada 
sponsorships support efforts like nutri¬ 
tion and health care programs in El 
Salvador. But Laura believes that is 
just as important to “improve knowl¬ 


edge. You can’t change lives by just 
giving tangible things,” she says. 
“Change comes by giving life

Aung San Suu Kyi’s steely resolve 


A federal public servant 
charged massages as office 
supplies, put in for bogus 
expenses, took home flat- 
screen TVs paid for with 
office funds and used a gov¬ 
ernment car as a personal 
vehicle, all while bullying 
and browbeating under¬ 
lings. 

These are among the 
findings of a damning report 
tabled Thursday by Public 
Sector Integrity Commis¬ 
sioner Mario Dion. 

The case involves a west¬ 
ern regional manager in Hu¬ 
man Resources and Skills 
Development who is not 
otherwise identified. 

Dion said lax policies al¬ 
lowed the manager to divert 
government equipment to 
a personal business, claim 
phoney expenses and cut 
sweetheart deals for family 
and friends, while terroriz¬ 
ing staff. 

The manager also ignored 
rules about confidentiality 
and disclosed personal infor¬ 
mation about employees to 
other members of staff. As 
well, the manager used the 
passwords and access codes 
of employees who worked

The manager, who had been 
in the job for nine years, left 
the government during Dion’s 
2010 investigation, although 
the report doesn’t say whether 
the bureaucrat was fired or 
quit. 


• The department says it has 

tightened its procedures to 
keep closer track of spend¬ 
ing and better monitor its 
staff. And it has recovered 
the TVs and other goodies 
the manager took home. 


in different offices to make 
financial entries without 
their knowledge or consent. 

“I have determined that 
the breadth, severity and 
frequency of the manager’s 
wrongdoing constitute gross 
mismanagement in the pub¬ 
lic sector,” Dion said in a re¬ 
lease. 

The mess was uncovered 
after frightened public ser¬ 
vants complained to Dion’s 
office in February 2010.

One year ago, an earthquake 
struck the waters off Fuku¬ 
shima, a quiet city in central 
Japan. The 8.9 tremor caused 
a tsunami, which hit the 
city’s nuclear power plant. 
Within minutes, three of the 
plant’s reactors overheated 
and released clouds of radio¬ 
activity. 

“I was at home on my 
farm,” recalls Tatsulco 
Ogawara, an organic farmer 
who lives 40 kilometres 
from the reactor. “A geiger 
counter we bought 26 years 
ago showed radiation levels 
30 times higher than nor¬ 
mal. When this happened, I 
wanted to evacuate to west¬ 
ern Japan with my children.

However, I respected the 
decision our children made 
and decided to remain in our 
home.” 

One year later, Ogawara 
remains at her family farm 
— but the Fukushima region 
has changed. The 20-lcilo- 
metre exclusion zone around 
the plant is a Chernobyl-lilce 
landscape inhabited only by 
animals. 

“And a 13,000 square kilo¬ 
metre area is still contamin¬ 
ated above the international 
limit, ” says Jan Beranelc, 
a nuclear expert at Green¬ 
peace, who has measured the 
area’s radioactivity. 



The effects of the earthquake, 
tsunami and accident reached Tokyo. 


“It will take three decades 
before the radioactive iso¬ 
topes are broken down. Until 
then, the Fukushima region 
is a ticking time bomb. The 
contaminated water is es¬ 
pecially dangerous, since it 


could leak and contaminate 
reservoirs.” 

For Ogawara, the radio¬ 
activity is a constant con¬ 
cern: “We have lost many 
customers due to radiation 
fears. And I’m very worried 
about the health of my chil¬ 
dren.” 

The Ogawaras’ oldest 
daughter has already left Fu¬ 
kushima. 

In fact, while authorities 
and TEPCO, the nuclear 
plant’s operator, quickly re¬ 
paired the broken reactors, 
surprisingly little attention 
has been paid to the health of 
the area’s residents. 

Says Ogawara: “Decontam¬ 
ination has become a busi¬ 
ness and there is big money 
moving around, but this 
money isn’t going into the 
community, it is going into 
big business.” 

Tepco could not be 
reached for comment. 

But Fukushima has 
changed Japan. The govern¬ 
ment plans to phase out the 
country’s nuclear reactors.

Halifax. ‘Czech bride’ radio contest 
draws protesters to station 


“Women cannot be won.” 

That’s the message pro¬ 
testers were chanting outside 
Q104s headquarters Thursday 
in response to the radio sta¬ 
tion’s controversial The Male 
is in the Czech contest. 

About 30 people, both men 
and women, protested under 
the watchful eyes of Q104 
employees, who looked down 
upon the protest from the top 
floor windows of their office 
on Kempt Road. 

“Czech your privilege,” “My 
gender is not a currency,” and 
“End your show” were just of a 
few of the signs that protesters 
waved around a small patch of 
grass at intersection at Kempt 
and Lady Hammond Roads. 

The station’s contest — 


dubbed on the Q. website as a 
“mail-order bride” giveaway 
— closed Thursday, which also 
happened to be International 
Women’s Day 

Winners of the contest will 
fly to Prague, Czech Republic, 
where they will participate 
in four pre-planned dates 
through the Flying Hearts 
International Dating Service, 
which according to its web¬ 
site, gives men the opportun¬ 
ity to “meet many beautiful, 
educated and devoted Czech 
and Eastern European women 
... for friendship, long-term re¬ 
lationship and marriage.” 

Derrick Dixon, an organ¬ 
izer of the protest, said the 
contest is sexist and wants the 
station to cancel it. 


But the station isn’t mak¬ 
ing any apologies. J.C. Doug¬ 
las, Q104’s program director, 
said “while we welcome the 
publicity,” he doesn’t under¬ 
stand why the station is being 
associated with and sex traf¬ 
ficking. 

“There’s a difference be¬ 
tween sexy and sexism,” said 
Douglas. 

“The responses I’ve had 
from people in the Czech Re¬ 
public.... They seem perplexed 
at the attitude in Canada that 
the Czech Republic is some 
third world nation where they 
can’t even have a reputable 
online dating service with¬ 
out it being connected to this 
grimy underworld.”

Labour dispute. 

Minister urges both 
sides to return to 
the bargaining table 
despite intervention 


Federal Labour Minister Lisa 
Raitt stepped in Thursday to 
prevent a work stoppage at 
Air Canada that would have 
thrown the travel plans of 
thousands of families into 
chaos at the beginning of a 
holiday week. 

“Our government’s con¬ 
cerned that the work stop¬ 
pages are going to have an 
effect both on our national 
economy and of course on 
the Canadian travelling pub¬ 
lic,” the minister said. 

“We all know that it’s 
March break, especially in 
Quebec, in Ontario and the 
following week after in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. And we know 
this can have an effect on 
Canadian families, especial¬ 
ly since this is a really peak 
travel season.” 

Raitt sent the dispute be¬ 
tween the airline and two of 
its unions — the pilots and 
ground crew — to the Can¬ 
adian Industrial Relations 
Board to see how a work 


stoppage would affect the 
health and safety of Can¬ 
adians. 

“It is still a valid ques¬ 
tion to me, especially when 
it comes to passengers and 
cargo and that’s exactly why 
we’re going to be sending it 
over to the CIRB,” Raitt said 
Thursday. 

While the board reviews 
the case, the airline cannot 
lock out its employees and 
the unions cannot start a 
strike. 

It is the same manoeuvre 
that Raitt used when it ap¬ 
peared Air Canada’s flight 
attendants would go on 
strike last year, but the CIRB 
never made a decision on 
that matter. 

Air Canada confirmed 
that there would be no dis¬ 
ruption of service and its 
full schedule would remain 
unchanged. 

Canada’s largest air¬ 
line had threatened earlier 
Thursday to lock its pilots 
out on Monday after they 
rejected the airline’s latest 
contract offer, while the 
International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers, which represents 
ground crew and mechanics, 
had set a strike deadline on 
the same day. 


The pilots union and the 
machinists are the last two 
unions with which Air Can¬ 
ada needs to reach an agree¬ 
ment. 

Air Canada’s employees 
have been trying to win 
back pay and concessions 
they gave up to help the air¬ 
line restructure under bank¬ 
ruptcy protection in 2003 
and 2004. 

The Air Canada Pilots 
Association has said it has 
been flying under an ex¬ 
pired 2009 agreement that 
froze their pay for more 
than two years and gave the 
airline hundreds of millions 
of dollars in relief from its 
pension funding obligations. 

Raitt urged both sides to 
negotiate a deal or submit to 
a binding process to settle 
their disputes and avoid a 
work stoppage. 

The pilots union has said 
it will put the airline’s latest 
offer to a vote, but urged its 
members to reject the pro¬ 
posed agreement. 

Meanwhile, the machin¬ 
ists union has said its main 
issues are wages and a siz¬ 
able pension deficit, which 
Air Canada has not dealt 
with, despite the sale of $2 
billion in assets.

Pakistan is looking for com¬ 
panies to install a system that 
could block up to 50 million 


web addresses, alarming free 
speech activists who fear cur¬ 
rent censorship could become 
much more widespread. 

Internet access for Pak¬ 
istan’s some 20 million Web 
users is less restricted than in 
many countries in Asia and 
the Arab world, though some 


pornographic sites and those 
seen as insulting to Islam are 
blocked. 

Others related to separa¬ 
tist activities or army criticism 
have also been, or continue to 
be, censored. 

Few nations have so publicly 
revealed their plans to censor 


the web as Pakistan is doing, 
however. 

The government doesn’t 
currently list the sites it 
has blocked, or their num¬ 
ber, or say who sits on the 
committee that decides 
what pages to shut down.

Big catch. Salmon fishing 
season looks promising 


Pacific Coast fishermen can 
start gearing up for what’s ex¬ 
pected to be the best salmon 
fishing season in years. 

Federal fishery managers 
are forecasting robust popu¬ 
lations of chinoolc and coho 
salmon off the Pacific coast 
and in California and Oregon 
rivers. 

The Pacific Fisheiy Manage¬ 
ment Council on Wednesday 
approved several options for 
managing West Coast salmon 
fisheries this year. All of them 
give sport and commercial 
anglers plenty of time to fish 
later this spring and summer. 

The regulatoiy council 
plans to hold public hearings 
in California, Oregon and 
Washington to get feedback 
on the alternative fishing 
plans over the next few weeks 


before choosing a final plan. 

“It is great to see such a 
nice rebound for California 
salmon populations and the 
prospect of good fishing in 
2012,” council chairman Dan 
Wolford, said in a statement. 

Under the approved op¬ 
tions, recreational salmon 
fishing could begin as early as 
mid-March in southern Ore¬ 
gon and April in California 
and run through the fall. 

Commercial fishing could 
start as early as April 1 and run 
through September. 

In 2008 and 2009, poor 
salmon returns led to the 
largest fishery closures on 
record. Salmon populations 
rebounded in 2010 and 2011, 
allowing for limited sport 
and commercial fishing.

Solar storm could flex its muscles yet

Lucky planet 


Storm gets off to 
benign start 

One of the strongest solar 
storms in years engulfed 
Earth early Thursday, but 
scientists say the planet 
may have lucked out. 

Hours after the storm 
arrived, officials said 
there were no reports 
of problems with power 
grids, satellites or other 
technologies that are 
often disrupted by solar 
storms. But that could still 
change, the associated press 


Disruptions 


The storm is part of the sun's 
normal li-year cycle, which is 
supposed to reach a peak next 
year. Solar storms don't harm 
people, but they do disrupt 
technology. During the last 
peak around 2002 , experts 
learned that GPS was vulner¬ 
able to solar outbursts. 

Because new technology 
has flourished since then, 
scientists could discover some 
new systems are also at risk, 
said the director of the Center 
for Integrated Space Weather 
Modeling at Boston University.

The storm could shake the 
planet’s magnetic field in 
ways that could disrupt 
technology but also spread 
colourful Northern Lights. 

Forecasters can predict 
the speed a solar storm trav¬ 
els and its strength, but the 
north-south orientation is 
the wild card. And this time, 
Earth got dealt a good card 
with a northern orientation.

Eddie Murphy's 
spiritual comedy 
needs some

Richard: Mark, A Thousand 
Words is billed as a comedy 
but I see it as something 
else entirely. I see it as a 
tragedy — a tragic waste of 
Eddie Murphy’s talent. 

He’s in virtually every 
scene but his wide-eyed mug¬ 
ging for the camera — there 
hasn’t been this mugging on 
screen since the first Death 
Wish movie (only movie 
geeks will get that joke) 
— isn’t funny, it’s just annoy¬ 
ing. 

What did you think? 

Mark: The movie isn’t 
funny, period. 

It has a lead foot and a 
tin ear. It felt like a middle 
period Jim Carrey movie like 


Liar, Liar or Yes Man, in which 
the main character has a 
supernaturally imposed rule 
that the comic has to follow 
that leads to some kind of 
enlightenment or personal 
growth. 

Murphy’s imposed silence 
in the movie robs him of his 
greatest gift — the gift of gab. 
So ah he can do is pop his 
eyeballs and mime his lines. 
But, Richard, if the movie is 
this bad, why did it hold my 
interest? 

RC: It didn’t hold mine, but 
I would guess that you were 
responding to Murphy’s 
charisma. 

Even in terrible movies 
it’s hard to take your eyes off 
him. 

Although I have to say that 
I found this such an unpleas¬ 
ant movie-going experience 
that the loud fire alarm that 
rang intermittently in the 
theatre during the film was 
a welcome relief to what was 
happening on screen. 


At least the fire alarm had 
some element of urgency 
to it, unlike the film, which 
seemed to think that al¬ 
lowing Murphy to pull faces 
at the camera for 90 minutes 
was enough to flesh out the 
story. 

MB: Maybe it was just relief 
that he didn’t wear the fat 
suit, or the glossy art direc¬ 
tion, or the satirical pokes 
at pop spirituality. 

It has one good scene, 
where he “speaks” by using 
the prerecorded voice in vari¬ 
ous kids’ toys. 

But the abrupt turn of 
mood in the last third of the 
movie, changing from tepid 
comedy to outright mawk¬ 
ish sentimentalism made me 
squirm — big time. 

Sorry, but I don’t need a 
lesson in family values from 
a guy whose track record on 
Hollywood Boulevard speaks 
for itself.

In fact, he tells 
Metro, he’s just turned in 
the first draft of his adap¬ 
tation of Catching Fire to 
novelist and series creator 
Suzanne Collins. That’s got 
to make a guy a little nerv¬ 
ous. 

“I think she’s reading it 


possibly right now, the first 
draft. Could well be today,” 
he says of Collins, whose 
own background has been 
helpful in the scripting pro¬ 
cess. 

“Because Suzanne has 
been a film writer and a 
TV writer, funnily enough 
she’s already done a lot of 
adapting for me. They’ll cut 
my wage if you say that.” 

Beaufoy is no stranger 
to adaptation, with the 
Oscar-winning Slumdog 
Millionaire, 127 Hours and 
the upcoming Salmon Fish¬ 
ing in the Yemen among his 
credits. 

But taking on an install¬ 
ment of the hugely success¬ 
ful Hunger Games series 
was still daunting. 

“With this one, I had to 
be a lot more faithful also 
because there’s a fan base 
who are more than usually 
keen that you get it abso¬ 
lutely right,” he says. 

“The Hunger Games’ fan 


base are passionate beyond 
anything I’ve ever come 
across, and I would fear for 
my life [if I get it wrong]. If I 
do too free an adaptation of 
that, I shall get firebombed. 
So I’m being very careful of 
that.” 

Of course, not every¬ 
thing from a book can make 
it into a movie, so not every 
bit of Catching Fire will 
make it to the screen, which 
Beaufoy freely admits. 

But he’s cagey when it 
comes to details. “[Collins] 
just knows her audience 
brilliantly, and she’ll say 
‘That bit you just can’t cut 
out because they’ll all go 
crazy.’ And other bits she’ll 
go, ‘This is fine that you’ve 
changed this,” Beaufoy ex¬ 
plains. 

“But she really knows her 
readers. And because she’s 
been in the film world, she 
understands about adapt¬ 
ing, that things have to go 
and things have to change.”

I couldn’t find an adult or my 
parents who were willing to 
help me make it stop.” 

He’s grown up, but Hirsch, 
a successful Sundance and 
Emmy-award winning director, 
is revisiting those painful days 
once more. In his new docu¬ 
mentary Bully follows the stor¬ 
ies of five children and their 
families, showing how bullying 
has affected their fives. 

But, even though it was 
intended to be an educational 
tool, Bully is gamering contro¬ 
versy. After being submitted 
to the MPAA, the governing 
body that issues American Film 
Ratings, the board decided to 
slap the film with an R-rating 
because the obscene language 


was used multiple times. This 
means anyone under 17, the 
vast majority of the people 
who Hirsch hopes to affect 
with this film, will need an 
adult to come with them to 
see the film. “I was surprised 
and devastated,” Hirsch said. 
“This is a film that has been 
vetted by multiple educational 
organizations.... This film was 
not designed to be an R-Rated 
movie, and to have it rated R is 
clearly an obstacle.” 

Though the MPAA has 
rejected the appeal to have 
the R-rating overturned, over 
200,000 people have signed an 
online petition to change the 
rating started by a person who 
was bullied as a teen.

Game Change, the bestselling 
account of the 2008 presiden¬ 
tial election by Mark Halperin 
and John Heilemann, only 
dedicates a portion of its chap¬ 
ters to John McCain’s selection 
of Sarah Palin as his running 
mate. 

But that polarizing mo¬ 
ment is the focus of the HBO

The actress put a “tremen¬ 
dous amount of research” into 
understanding America’s most 
famous hockey mom, includ¬ 
ing, she says, reading “every¬ 
thing I could get my hands on.” 

At the top of her list was 
Palin’s memoir, Going Rogue: 
An American Life, as well as 
Blind Allegiance to Sarah Pa¬ 
lin: A Memoir of Our Tumultu¬ 
ous Years by Palin aide Frank 
Bailey, and, of course, Game 
Change. 

Moore also watched hours 
of footage of Palin on the cam¬ 
paign trail, and even had video 
on hand while filming scenes 
to nail the candidate’s physic¬ 
ally. 

“We would sometimes have 
the computer there when I 
was doing the debates to watch 
things veiy precisely, like beat 
by beat, to get the gesture just 
right,” Moore explains. 

But the first thing the 
actress did was hire a vocal 
coach. 

“(Palin) has an incredibly 
idiosyncratic way of speaking,” 
Moore says, “and I really felt I 
needed to capture that. We are 
all veiy familiar with her and 
with those sort of iconic mo¬ 
ments. I mean, it was just four 
years ago.”

Widower 
of Selena shares 
memories of their life 
together in new book, 
To Selena, With Love 


The new book To Selena, With 
Love reveals intimate details 
about the late Tejano star’s life, 
but the book’s author — her 
widower, Chris Perez — doesn’t 
consider it a “tell-all” land of 
book. 

“I thought it should be hon¬ 
est, with dignity. I knew there 
would be things that would 
make me feel uncomfortable, 
but I think I wrote the book 
with respect,” Perez, 42, said in 
a recent interview. 

Perez says the book, re¬ 
leased Tuesday, allows him to 
share his memories of Selena 
Quintanilla, who was shot and 
killed on March 31, 1995, two 
weeks shy of her 24th birthday. 


"When Selena died, I 
suppressed the mem¬ 
ories, I boxed them 
away in order to cope. 
When I decided to write 
the book, I opened the 
box and put it all out. It 
was a beautiful process. 
It was a good thing 
to revisit and I can’t 
say I fell in love again 
because I never stopped 
loving her."

The Mexican-American singer 
was a sensation in the Tejano 
world with hits such as Como 
la flor, Bidi Bidi Bom Bom and 
El chico del apartamento 512. 
She was on the verge of cross¬ 
ing over when she was killed by 
Yolanda Saldivar, the president 
of her fan club. 

Perez met Selena when he 
became the lead guitarist for 
Selena y Los Dinos. It was a 
band formed by Selena’s father, 
Abraham Quintanilla Jr., and 
also featured her siblings Su- 
zette and A.B. Quintanilla. 

Perez confesses that he feels 
remorse for not protecting 
his wife. He wonders if things 
would have been different had 
he told someone that Selena 
told him days before her death 
that Saldivar had shown her a 
gun. Perez also addresses ru¬ 
mours, including one that Sel¬ 
ena was pregnant at the time of 
her death (she wasn’t). 

The first part of the book 


talks about their secret love. 
Their romance started behind 
her father’s back, as depicted 
in the 1997 movie starring Jen¬ 
nifer Lopez, Selena. 

Selena’s father was opposed 
to their relationship and ac¬ 
cused Perez of being with his 
daughter only for her money. 

Selena’s father only ac¬ 
cepted Perez after the couple 
eloped in 1992. Perez describes 
his father-in-law as an admir¬ 
able person whom he still loves 
and respects. 

“We had our differences but 
I love him and respect him like 
my own father. As a matter of 
fact, I just went to his studio the 
other day and I took my kids to 


see him. We’re still a family,” 
he said. 

After Selena’s death, the 
guitarist, who lives in San An¬ 
tonio, struggled to cope with 
his loss but eventually moved 
on. 

He formed The Chris Perez 
Band, which won a Grammy in 
1999. He also married Venessa 
Villanueva in 2001 and the 
couple had two lads, but they 
divorced a few years later. 

“As Selena always told the 
children she spoke to around 
the countiy, ‘Nothing is im¬ 
possible if you work hard.’ 
That includes picking up the 
pieces of your life,” Perez said.

Ontario, Alberta and Manitoba 
advancing to the playoffs at 
the Canadian men’s curling 
championship was predictable.

Jamie Koe’s Yellowknife 
team snared the fourth and

Marino happy to take Manning’s questions 


If Peyton Manning wants to 
talk about playing quarter¬ 
back for the Miami Dol¬ 
phins, Dan Marino would be 
thrilled to take his call. 

And just in case, Marino 
has his sales pitch ready. 

“There’s great tradition 
there. We’ve had a couple 
off years but believe me, 
they’ll be back,” said Mar¬ 
ino, the Hall of Famer who 


threw for 420 touchdowns 
and more than 61,000 yards 
in his Dolphins career. 

“It’s a great franchise and 
they’ll get it turned around.” 

Manning would almost 
certainly help in that quest, 
which largely started when 
Marino retired more than a 
decade ago.

So wher¬ 
ever he ends up playing, if 
he’s healthy, which is go¬ 
ing to be important to Pey¬ 
ton, I’m sure he wants to go 
out there and play at a high 
level. Wherever he plays, 


he’ll be a huge impact for 
that team.” 

The Dolphins are be¬ 
lieved to be one of the teams 
interested in adding Man¬ 
ning; Miami plays a game at 
Indianapolis next season. 

Washington, Arizona, 
Seattle, Denver and Kansas 
City also are likely to talk to 
him, along with the Jets.
